This coming Monday (Oct. 11) marks 
the 20th anniversary of the Second 
Vatican Council, which brought with it 
profound changes, affecting everything 
from the way the Church views itself to 
how Catholics worship at Mass. 


Vatican II, the 21st ecumenical or 
general council in the history of the 
Church, was the first to take place in the 
view of modern communications media. 
Reports of clashes between bishops over 
doctrines and the way of presenting them 
strongly affected Catholics, many of 
whom carried their disagreements into 
the post-conciliar period. 


THE MOMENTOUS council, the 
largest and most representative in history, 
with 2,860 bishops from 134 countries 
participating, grew out of a sudden 
inspiration which came to Pope John 
XXIII less than two months after his 
election. He said he was discussing one 
day the role of the Church in the modern 
world with Cardinal Domenico Tardini, 
papal secretary of state, when the thought 


announced to 17 cardinals present his 
intention to convoke an ecumenical 
council. 


In an encyclical, Ad Petri Cathedram (To 
the See of Peter), and in other statements, 
Pope John explained the purposes of the 


council. The Italian word 
“aggiornamento,”’ ‘‘bringing up to 
date,’’ expressed the idea of an 


adaptation of Church practice to the 
needs and modes of the times. 


PREPARATIONS FOR the council, 
the most extensive in the Church’s 
history, took more than three and a half 
years. 


Of the 2,908 prelates eligible to sit in 


the council, 2,540 attended the first - 


solemn session on Oct. 11, 1962, in St. 
Peter’s Basilica, where the public sessions 
and general congregations were held. 


The delegation from the United States, 
241 strong, was the second largest at the 
council, exceeded only by the Italian 
delegation. 


IN ADDITION to the council fathers, 
201 officially appointed experts were on

Christian people are shocked when one brings up the 
subject of idolatry. How, they ask, could anyone dream of 
worshipping idols? To idolize was only for pagans who were 
uneducated and had not received the faith. 

However, today, we still find idolatry. : 

The idolatrous glorifying of gold, money, pleasure and power 
remains with us. In fact, nuclear power has formed a new 
precept of the worship of power. 

The issues of today are not simple. Making them seem too 
simple is actually doing great disservice to truth, morality and 
mankind.’ 

Yet now, more than ever, we crave the simple and clear 
solution to our problems. 3 

This very craving is dangerous because the most tempting 
of all “simple” solutions is the one which prescribes 
annihilation or submits to it without resistance. 

The inherent destructiveness of the frustrated mind is able 
to creep in and distort the difficult and complex process of 
negotiation, coupled with sacrifice. This frustrated mind 
resorts — in desperation — to “magic” power and nuclear 
destruction. 

Let us not ignore this temptation; it is one of the deepest 
and most radical ones which presents itself to us. It is the first 
of all temptations; the root of all others ‘You shall be gods....” 
(Gen. 3:5) : 

Through ever greater destructive power, the nuclear age 
threatens an absolute end to man’s quest for security.. The 
historical pursuit of security — through superior weapons — 
has arrived at the insecurity of foreboding extinction. 

For the first time in history, any further increase in our 
destructive power is irrelevant to our situation in time. 

Whether the existing arms are capable of ending the human 
race once, or a thousand times, is irrelevant to the conscience 
of mankind, to whom a new revelation of the nature of power 
has been given. 

The ominous threat of global suicide has redefined military 
power — at its height — as ultimately powerless, because its 
ulitmate use would terminate life on earth. 

The possession of such power renders us impotent; we 
cannot survive its use. Yet, our leaders remain committed to it 
through a mythology of power relations. 

With regard to nuclear war, the human race is like an 
alcoholic who knows that drink will destroy him, yet he 
continues to have “good” reasons for drinking. Such is man in 
his fatal addiction to nuclear war. 

The only genuine power which eschatalogical weapons have 
for mankind is the power to provoke us to a complete re- 
examination of the nature of power itself. 

To have pursued a form of power to the very edge of self- 
destruction is indication enough that this pursuit has been 
following a disastrous illusion. The powerlessness produced 
by our possession of eschatalogical weapons is a sign — after 


centuries of working for power — that any real power for peace 
and security is virtually unknown to us at this near-terminal 
point in history, when we need it most. 

We have developed what we thought was power to the point 
where its emergent reality as self-destruction has rendered us 
powerless. Only a repudiation of the mirage of power, and a 
committed search for its true existence elsewhere can deliver 
us from ourselves. 

This nuclear age must make us most sensitive to the moral 
realities of our times; we must recognize that our lives are 
under the cloud of our ultimate powerlessness — military 
power. We must seek for a new power that can free mankind 
from the fatal illusion of power represented by nuclear 
weapons. 

It is pure and simple madness to think that Christian nations 
can defend themselves by nuclear preemption. 

The mere fact that we seem to accept nuclear war as 
reasonable and Christian is a universal scandal of the maximal 
degree. 

In a very real sense, Christianity is not only opposed to 
totalitarianism, but it is at war with it. However, we must 
always remember that ours is a spiritual and ideological 
warfare. ‘Devoid of material weapons,” says Pope John Paul Il, 
“the Church is the trustee of the highest spiritual power.” 

If the Church has no military weapons of her own, it means 
her wars are fought without violence; she does not intend to 
call upon the weapons of Christian nations in defense of the 
Gospel. 

Whatever we may think of the ethics: of nuclear war, it is 
clear that the message of the nuclear MX missile is neither 
salvation nor “Good News.” 

We must truly believe that an essential element of the “Good 
News” of Jesus Christ is that spiritual weapons are stronger 
than material ones. Indeed, it was by spiritual weapons that the 
early Church conquered the entire Roman world. 

Have we lost our faith in this “sword of the spirit’’? 

We believe that each of us must repudiate a tactic of inert 
passivity that purely and simply leaves us defenseless, without 
recourse to any means of protecting ourselves, our rights or 
Christian truth. 

We must always be prepared to defend right and truth by the 
most efficacious means and we must protect and defend 
Spiritual values, which have always been the values that 
effected a lasting moral change in society. 

It seems that a great deal of the moral discussion about 
nuclear war is based on the assumption that spiritual weapons 
are quixotic and worthless; that material weapons alone are 
worthy of serious consideration. 

Technology has robbed us. It has blinded our vision to judge 
as spiritual people with the guidance and light of the Holy 
Spirit. We need the witness of a St. Francis, to-be an 
instrument of peace and to give us an appreciation of the 


superiority of spiritual weapons — prayer, sacrifice, 
negotiation — and non-violent means in general. 

The development of contemporary civilization, which is 
marked by an ascending development of technology, demands 
a proportioned development of morals and ethics. For the 
present, unfortunately, this last development seems always to 
be left behind. 

But our guidelines must be that the Creator has given us 
dominion over the earth, and that this dominion is in the 
context of the priority of ethics over technology; primacy of the 
person over things; the superiority of spirit over matter. 

Mankind cannot become a slave of things; the slave of 
economic systems; the slave of production. A civilization 
purely materialistic in outline condemns its members to such 
Slavery. 

A solidarity, linking all mankind together, is needed. Such a 
solidarity is necessary to deepen our sense of moral 
responsibility — changing the very current of civilization away 
from global suicide, self-destruction from gigantic 
investments for armaments at the service of war, to 
investments for food for the hungry and the beginning of 
service to life, rather than to death. 

Peace comes down to respect for man’s inviolable rights — 
opus justitiae pax. The violation of the rights of man goes hand 
in hand with the violation of the rights of the nation, with which 
we are united — by organic links — an an extended family. 

History has placed each of us on duty. We cannot escape the 
reality of today. We cannot freeze ourselves and comfortably 
hibernate through the critical years that are to come, to wake 
up painlessly in a new world. 

We must face the pressures to today’s problems in 
solidarity. We must be reminded of objective moral standards, 
and of the wisdom which goes with every judgement, choice 
and political act that deserves to be called civilized. 

History is ours to make. It is our duty to preserve our human 
rights, truth, freedom, moral autonomy and our capacity to 
control the forces that make for life and death in our society. 

To become peacemakers, we must pray for peace, while 
working for peace. When our material power has become a 
ee y against creation, it is time to learn the power of the 

pirit. : 

!n his message to the United Nations’ Second Session on 
Disarmament, Pope John Paul |I said, “Certainly peace is 
difficult, certainly it demands much good will, wisdom and 
tenacity. But we must make the force of reason prevail over the 
reasons of force.” 

The Holy Father continued, “Peace is possible, and because 
it is possible, peace is our duty, our supreme responsibility. 
Peace is not a utopia nor an inaccessible ideal nor an 
unrealistic dream. War is not an inevitable calamity.” 

Let us never negotiate out of fear but let us never fear to 
negotiate. Life demands no less of us. )

SAINTS — Pope John Paul II 
beatified nine persons in St. Peter’s 
Basilica Oct. 3. They were Jeanne Jugan, 
foundress of the Little Sisters of the Poor, 
a 19th century Frenchwoman; and Father 
Salvatore Lilli, an Italian Franciscan 
priest, and seven Armenian companions, 
martyred for their faith in 1895 in 
Turkey. Beatification is the last. step 
towards sainthood. 


HIGH COURT — The Supreme 
Court opened its fall term on the 
traditional first Monday of October, and 
scheduled several cases with religious 
ramifications. Among them, it refused to 
hear an appeal by the Archdiocese of 
Chicago from a lower court ruling finding 
that it copied hymns illegally. The Court 
will also rule on lobbying by tax-exempt 
groups and the constitutionality of a 
Minnesota law which allows parents to 
deduct the cost of private and parochial 
school tuition from their state income 
taxes. 

TO SHARE — The Episcopal Church 
in the United States and three Lutheran 
churches have announced plans to share 
communion services on a limited basis. 
Lutheran Church in America Bishop 
James Crumley of New York said he 
hoped the steps taken toward 
intercommunion will result in further 


gestures of unity among other Christians. 

MEETING — The Dali Lama, exiled 
from Tibet by the Chinese Communists, 
met in Private audience with Pope John 
Paul JI at the Vatican last week. 
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DENIAL — Robert Edwards, the test- 
tube baby pioneer, denied reports by 
British religious leaders who said he was 
conducting experiments on human 
embryos produced by in vitro fertilization 
and kept outside the mother’s womb. The 
experiments were said to be beyond the 
bounds of Christian morality and medical 
ethics. 


CANNIBALS? — The Catholic 
League for Réligious and Civil Rights 
complained to the New York Times after 
the paper published an article calling the 
Mass an act of ‘‘ritual cannibalism.’’ The 
League’s North Jersey chapter also 
planned to ask advertisers to ‘‘reconsider 
your subsidy of anti-Catholicism through 
your advertising dollar.’’ 


‘FALSE’ — The Vatican has denied 
allegations by jailed Sicilian banker 
Michele Sindona that Archbishop Paul 
Marcinkus, head of the Vatican bank, 
received up to $20 million in commissions 
for his dealings with the scandal-plagued 
Banco Ambrosiano. ‘‘Completely false’’ 
said the Vatican, which also announced 

“that the archbishop, usually the papal 
bodyguard during foreign trips, will not 
accompany Pope John Paul II in his 
upcoming visit to Spain. The archbishop -

is ‘remaining within the Vatican rather 
than deal with Italian courts who want to 
question him about the bank. 


WORSE? — Contrary to statements 
by the U.S. government, the human 
rights situation in El Salvador is 
worsening, said Canadian Bishop John 
Sherlock of London, Ontario, after 
completing an investigative tour of the 
country at the invitation of Bishop Arturo 
Rivera Damas, apostolic administrator of 
the Archdiocese of San Salvador. 


APPEAL — Archbishop Marcos 
McGrath of Panama City, Panama, 
appealed to priests in high government 
posts in Nicaragua to persuade the 
Sandanista government ‘‘of the need to 
respect the mission and rights of the 
Church and its pastors. Church-state 
tension is high in Nicaragua, and the 
bishop is an influential member of the 
Bishops’* Secretariat of Central America 
and Panama. 


DEAD — Cardinal Carlos Carmelo de 
Vasconcellos Motta of Aparecida, Brazil, 


died at the age of 92. He was the oldest’ 


member of the College of Cardinals, and 

was ordained a bishop in 1932.

EL CENTRO .— More than 400 
catechists and OCD teachers from 
parishes throughout the Imperial Valley 
came to Central Union High School 
Saturday for the third Imperial Valley 
religious education congress, which had 
as its theme ‘‘Visions and Values.’’ 


The congress, the result of six months 
of planning by a team led by Mrs. Pat 
O’Neill of St. Mary parish here, 
presented 38 workshops by 31 diferent 
speakers, and two general assemblies, one 
in English and the other in Spanish. 


KEYNOTE SPEAKER for the day 
was Father Virgilio Elizondo, president of 
the Mexican-American Cultural. Center 
of San Antonio, Texas, who challenged 
the participants not to be ‘“‘practical’’ 

- Christians by watering down the message 
‘of the Cross, but to ‘‘outlove’’ their 
enemies and to share the gifts God has 
given them with those who have less. 


‘‘This is a real faith day for all of us,”’ 
said Mercy Sister Josephine Breen of the 
diocesan Office of Religious Education as 
the first general assembly opened. 


‘This valley is yours,’’ Victory Noll 
Sister Alice O’Brien told the assembly. 
‘““We are here to claim it, and whatever 
life brings us, here we are planted.’’. 


FATHER ELIZONDO continued 
that theme of ownership, using the 
Biblical themes of creation and God’s 
goodness to remind the catechists that 
God has given man dominion over the 
world to both ‘‘enjoy and develop’’ it, but

also to be free of it and not dominated by 
it. f 


‘Enjoy what you have, but don’t miss 
it when you don’t,”’ he said. ‘“This is the 
way of Jesus. What you have is a gift of 
God, so share it with others. Trust God, 
and He will be generous to you. If this 
was a worldwide mentality, what a 
beautiful world it would be:”’ 


We are faced with two fundamental 
choices, said Father Elizondo: the way of 
God or the way of man, one offering life, 
the other, death. 


Vatican raps Escondido ‘bank’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — The 
Vatican’s daily newspaper Sept. 30 
criticized sperm banks which seek to 
produce new geniuses from Nobel prize 
winners. 


An editorial in the newspaper, 
L’Osservatore Romano, called such 
genetic selection ‘‘racist’’? and compared 
it to Nazi attempts to produce a race of 
supermen. 


THE PAPER took as its point of 
departure an Escondido, Calif., sperm 
bank managed by millionaire industrialist 
Robert Graham and Nobel biology 
laureate Herman Mueller. The bank has 
as its aim the production of geniuses from 
the donated sperm of Nobel prize 
winners. _ 


Recently Graham announced that the 
first child produced by artificial 
insemination from the sperm bank had 
been born. 


‘These banks,’’ said L’Osservatore 
Romano, ‘‘are being set up not only for 
pseudohumanitarian reasons (helping 
sterile couples), but are even declaredly 
racist. They aim to give birth to geniuses 
and to select ‘supermen and

superwomen. 


L’OSSERVATORE ROMANO 
challenged the notion that geniuses or 
athletic champions should feel obliged to 
contribute sperm so as to extend their 
accomplishments in a programmed way. 


It also expressed concern about the 
mechanical role of the woman in the 
process, the absence of human love and 
the rights of the persons born. 


Such a process, said the paper, also 
forgets that ‘‘there exists an eternal 
Father who is concerned about our lives 
and who has something to say about, and 
something to do with, the beginning of 
our life.”’ 


ENDING IN a lighter vein,. 


L’Osservatore Romano said: ‘‘Lord, 
protect us, then, from geniuses. Who, by 
the way, says that humanity needs a 
superproduction of geniuses? Maybe 
there are already too many of them. Some 
day it will be necessary to eulogize 
normality.”’ 


‘‘What humanity has the most urgent 
need of,’’ observed the paper, ‘“‘is 
saints...But saints — this is certain and 
there is not a Nobel prize for it — are not 
manufactured.’’- 


‘*THE GOOD God invites us to life. 
Creation is good, and men and women 
are created in His image. But there is evil 
in the world, and this is a mystery. But it 
is the one dogma the Church doesn’t have 
to prove,”’ he said. 


We do not know how to cope with the 
pressures of the society we have created 
for ourselves, said Father Elizondo, and 
are in great danger of becoming enslaved 
by our own technology. He pointed to the 
increasing use of computers and 
computer games by young people, which, 
even more than the threat posed by 
watching too much television, seems to 
make them better able to relate to 
machines than to each other.

the alterations in the code, he said. 


‘*The sacraments are no_ longer 
considered merely spigots of grace. They 
are now seen in their family contexts, as 
family celebrations of God’s saving 
power,”’ he said. 


PREPARATION FOR the Sacrament 
of Holy Matrimony, for instance, is given 
much attention in the new code, he noted. 


The Code has shifted from a 
‘‘mechanical’” method of determining if 
the engagees are free to marry, to one that 
is ‘‘on-going’’ and for ‘‘which the entire 
community is responsible.’’ 


Preparation will include these facets: 


e Education about marriage that is 
adapted to minors, youths and adults. 


e Preparation that will leave the 
parties ‘‘predisposed toward the holiness 
and duties of their new state.”’ 


© Celebration of a liturgical marriage 
that will impress on the couple that 
marriage is part of a ‘‘fruitful love that 
exists between Christ and his Church.”’ 


e Assistance for those already 
married so they may lead ‘‘holier and 
fuller lives in their families.’’ 


“I believe that marriage preparation is 
the single most significant moment for 
evangelization in the life of a young 
couple...in marriage preparation 
important decisions are made which will 
affect the entire outcome of a relationship 
and life together,’’ he told the audience. 


FATHER PROCTOR said the new 
code will impress pastors with the need for 
adequate preparation and that it will show 
that good pre-marriage programs are 
needed. 


As a canon lawyer, Father Proctor sees 
marriages that have deteriorated to the 
point that one or both of the parties is 
seeking an annulment. 


If an annulment is granted as a result of 
the formal procedure, the divorcees are 
allowed to remarry and take part in all of 
the sacraments. This does not apply to 
those who divorced and _ remarried 
without an annulment being granted.

Saving pagan babies 

You often hear stage and screen celebrities reminisce 
about their childhood experiences. 

Those who celebrate the glories of childhood in a 
Catholic school remember the yearly effort to ‘‘save the 
pagan babies.”’ 


Many cynics, including the author of a currently popular 
stage production, attempt to make these efforts an object of 
ridicule and distrust. 


Those who contributed know it gave a good feeling to 
help save other kids who badly needed it. 


These efforts were sponsored by an organization known 
as the Holy Childhood Association. Holy Childhood is still 
alive and well, and still doing its part to provide better 
opportunties for thousands of children. 


Holy Childhood is a missionary society concentrating its 
efforts on improving the lot of helpless children in 
underdeveloped countries. It began in France in 1843. 

In the early 19th century, half of all Chinese children 
died before reaching the age of reason. 


Funds were raised in Europe and the United States to 
literally ransom these children out of slavery or to pay their 
starving parents to keep them. An estimated 30 million 
Chinese children were saved from an early death. 

Holy Childhood became famous for its pagan baby 
program — a name which perhaps has not served it well in 
these cynical times. 


The pagan baby program is no longer a part of the Holy 
Childhood Association activity. 


The association has evolved into an_ international 
organization composed of adults and children wishing to 


contribute to the spiritual development of other children. - 


Food, clothing, medicine, shelter and education are 
provided for children in 94 nations. 


Children in better-off nations participate by making 
personal sacrifices and along the way learn about the 
cultures and lifestyles of other peoples. 


I would rather have kids save their money to help others 
than to buy Jordache jeans or another video game. 


Young children in Asia, Africa, and South Afmerica are 
still dying from want and neglect, sometimes even at the 
hands of their own families. 


Through the faithful efforts of missionaries and 
volunteer workers, the more fortunate children in 
developed countries are learning to respect and sustain the 
lives of others, that all may have a better chance to grow up 
in a better world. 


It seems to me that few large-scale religious or federal 
programs have such a proud history and noble purpose as 
claimed by the Holy Childhood Association.

However the -question screaming 
within me is: ‘‘What about our very own 
priests who desire to marry and still 
function as Roman Catholic Priests?’’ I 
remember well the 1980 approval of 
‘* ‘pastoral provision’ to ordain married 
men who had been Anglican priests.’’ 
Even then my response was a mixture of 
joy for them and sadness for our own 
priests. 


Today is a different age. Many, many 
men are leaving our Catholic priesthood 
who would indeed stay if they were 
‘tallowed’’ to marry. We must open the 
doors to our own priests as well as those 
ministers from other churches. What the 
church did in creating a vow of celibacy 
can be undone. Those priests who want to 
live as married men can enter the 
diocesan priesthood. Others can be 
diocesan priests and remain celibate. And 
those looking for a celibate community 
life can enter religious orders. 


We have come a long way as a 
Christian community through beautiful 
Catholic tradition. We must stay open to 
new ways, new teachings of The Spirit. 
Many of our priests are crying out for 
understanding and care. As we reach out 
to others, let us not forget our own!

Evangelize, preach 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II told a group of 
French bishops Sept. 24 that they should use modern means of 
evangelization, but at the same time classical methods of ministry 
should not be abandoned, and priests should devote themselves 
ever more diligently to preaching, liturgical celebration and 
catechetics. 


The pope told the bishops that he was troubled by what he 
called a ‘‘practical atheism’’ in universities and among many 
workers in large cities. 


He also voiced concern over declining numbers in vocations to 
the priesthood and in attendance at catechetical classes. 


But the pope expressed hope for an upsurge in the church’s 
vitality, saying that such a hope was based not on ‘‘a naive 
optimism’’ but on the ‘“‘force which the Christian message 
contains in itself.’’ 


Encouraging a restructuring in the work of priests, particularly 
because of the shortage in their numbers, the pope said he hoped 
that priests ‘‘would be able to know how to free themselves in 
order to consecrate themselves thoroughly to the ministries which 
are properly their own or which have a particular claim on them 
as dispensers of the mysteries of God and guides of souls: liturgy, 
preaching, responsibility for the direction and the quality of the 
catechesis of young people and adults, and formation in prayer 
and in apostolic action.”’ 


He suggested that special attention be given to preaching at 
Mass, which he said for many people constitutes their only 
religious instruction. 


He added that “‘the short homilies which also accompany the 
other sacraments of baptism, marriage and confirmation, or at 
funerals, are the sole link with the church for a number who do 
not practice.’’

Something old, something new... 


A couple of days ago, a friend and I were strolling through one . 
of San Diego’s newest shopping complexes. There in the midst of 
stores selling the latest tee shirts, bumper stickers and souvenirs 
of “America’s Finest City’’ was a little shop specializing in 
photographs of its patrons in antebellum and turn-of-the-century 
clothing. From the number of pictures on display and from the 
length of the line of those waiting to be immortalized on film, one 
could safely assume that the originator of this enterprise had 
“‘struck a nerve’’ and therefore ‘‘struck gold.’’ 


I have a theory that these portraits are simply another é 


manifestation of the ‘‘roots’’ phenomenon and betray our basic 
human need to feel grounded. To deal creatively with the 
present, and face the future with optimism, we need a sense of 
our past. We stand on the shoulders of countless generations and 
crave a sense of this continuity. ‘‘Where did I come from?’’ is 
more than a question of biology! 


Good liturgy should address this need. I do not, and would 
never, advocate a “‘return to the Latin.’’ The language we use 
does much more than express ideas, it communicates our soul 
and spirit and betrays our most secret sentiments. If prayer is 
“opening ourselves completely to God,”’ it is difficult to imagine 
how this can be done in a foreign tongue. Yet we do, as 
Catholics, have a liturgical tradition of nearly 2000 years. 
Perhaps, on occasion, our worship should reflect this. We have 
maintained the Hebrew acclamations ‘‘Alleluia,’’ ‘‘Amen,’’ and 
“‘Hosanna,”’ but what about the Greek ‘‘Kyrie eleison,’’ or the 
Latin chants ‘‘Sanctus’’ and ‘‘Agnus Dei’’? Not every Sunday, 
but why not for special feasts? 


I am not championing a whimsical indulgence in nostalgia, I 
merely question if we dare lose our link with the past?

How have | offended you? 


During a fall-spring-cleaning of my office last werk: I 
found myself repeatedly distracted by a large painting of 
Jesus in His Passion. Finally, I sat down and looked at it, 


’ wondering why, when it had been part of the furniture for 


so long, it seemed to be speaking to me anew. 


As it happened, I was at the time smarting under what 
seemed to me injustice — an action meant to convey love 
and concern had been met with anger and rejection — but 
as I looked at the face of the suffering Christ, my own hurt 
seemed suddenly minor and petty, in the context of the 
injustices He had endured in His lifetime and in the 
centuries since. 


IT OCCURRED TO me that nothing in human 
experience is not paralleled in His experience, and in 
greater intensity, except for the evil that we do. If we love, 
how much more deeply He has loved. If we are hurt or 
suffer unfairness, how much more does He. If we know 
physical pain and mental anguish, how much more 
profoundly does He. 


In this generation the extent of man’s inhumanity to 
man has been-appalling. From the Holocaust to Beirut, 
we have inflicted ghastly punishment on each other on the 
global scene, but this is only a reflection of the violence we 
do more personally with our destructive hatreds and

angers and self-protectiveness, and the legion of fears that 
possess and control us. 


It is not in the magnitude of Jesus’ physical pain but in 
the untarnished innocence of His person that the evil done 
to Him assumes proportions so much greater than 
anything we might be subjected to in our lifetime. There 
was in Him no fault. 


HE WAS WITHOUT self-interest or self-defense, and 
the purity of His great love attended even His death 
agonies, so that, dying, He could ask the Father to 
complete His own forgiveness of His murderers. Looking 
at such innocence, which knew of evil, walked among it 
and felt its power, and was totally resistant to it, it is hard 
to sustain a sense of injury to ourselves, who are not 
innocent and therefore likely to be guilty of injustice and 
abuse in our turn. 


God has always been unfailingly kind and sensitive to 
human needs. In Jesus He has given us a mirror of His 
own innocent love. Through Jesus He says to us, ‘‘See 
how much in my faultlessness I have endured every kind 
of abuse and suffering for you. Seek for purity in your 
own trials, so that evil will not seduce you and come 
between you, and Me.’ 


I suppose that in our selfishness, we all lose our 
innocence, but innocence can be regained. Jesus gave 
back innocence to those to whom He said, ‘‘Your sins are 
forgiven you.’’ We can restore our innocence when we 
accept His forgiveness and start anew in our refusal to 
treat others with less than love, less than forgiveness. 


THERE WILL BE times when we grow disheartened 
and long to run from the fray — to hide and cover our 
ears and not make the necessary effort. But the battle is 
three-quarters won when we seek out and find that lost 
innocence and, finding it, come once again into 
partnership with Jesus. Then, with His experience and 
strength leading us, it becomes easier to be what we are 
created to be — a reflection of His image and a 
contradiction to what is evil. 


What is evil, of course, is all that is not good. All the 
pettiness, all the malice, vindictiveness, all the anger and 
desire to punish, all the self-interest and protectiveness, 
all the fear and its companion, hatred, all the denigration 
and diminishment of other people! We' do not have to be 
told..We know. evil very well; it is our familiar. 

But, ‘rediscovering innocence, it can: become 
unfamiliar, alien, to us, and, for God’s sake, we shall be 
as He needs us to be, children in His sight. 


The writing on the wall 


Graffiti were popular in the 60s. Along with the Beatles 
and the Rolling Stones and the prophets of the day, they 
were viewed as a new kind of learning. Norman Mailer 
(who will write about anything) even did a book 
describing how graffiti, in this case the drawings; names, 
signatures by spray-can paint all over the subway cars in 
New York City, were a new kind of folk art. The book 
was a dud. 


Graffiti goes all the way back to Pompeii. Now we have 
political slogans, obscenities, and other signs of the 
fevered mood of the land. 


SO IT WAS surprising recently to come across a 


graffito in a less-than-public Place which stated simply — 


and plainly the following: ‘‘Life is what happens to us 
when we’re busy making other plans.”’ 


What does it mean? Does it claim that much of human 
activity is forward-looking: the making of schemes and 
grand designs for a lifetime, for a career, for a span of 
years, for just this year? There’s nothing wrong with 
that. We seem to believe planning is a part of human 
nature. 


THE CRY, for example, in the Church today is 
“‘planning.’’ Look ahead and see where you'll be by the 
end of the century, by the end of the decade, by the end of 
the year; then act accordingly. A future agenda must be 
prepared precisely so that life does not catch us unawares, 
that we may be prepared for the best possible scenario, or 
the worst, and hope that we can land somewhere ‘in- 
between. 


Moral Perspectives

The Rev. Jerry Falwell 


The next episode in our journey through the corridors’ 
of the Moral Majority takes us to the center of the 
phenomenon. Although Falwell himself is not the 
braintrust behind the Moral Majority (names such as 
Paul Weyrich and Richard Viguerie hold some of this 
distinction), he is doubtlessly its most well-known 
spokesman and advocate. 


Falwell began his: ministerial career in Lynchburg, 
Virginia (his hometown). He founded the Thomas Road 
Baptist Church in a vacant Donald Duck soft-drink plant. 


HE CONSISTENTLY maintains that he is doing 
nothing more than Martin Luther King did when he was 
using the churches for political activity: ‘“No one ever 
criticized the National Council of Churches and its 
leaders for 50 years of active political involvement. What 
bothers our critics is that we don’t agree with them.”’ 


Moral Majority was given birth in 1979 in a fifty-state 
series of ‘‘I Love America’’ rallies. Through the Moral 
majority Falwell hopes to bring America in line with his 
own definitions of religion, morality and politics: ‘‘We 
are fighting a holy war and this time we are going to 
win. 


Falwell’s stated intention is to change America 
politically and morally. He has often indicated that he will 
accomplish this end by creating a nationwide ‘‘born-again 
voting bloc’? with a ‘‘watchdog’’ church in every 
congressional voting district in the nation. 


AN EXAMPLE? In California, Moral Majority’s 


Young people starting out on careers must determine 
beforehand what profession they would like, what line of 
work provides the best job opportunities, what career can 
offer-a rewarding salary so that they can maintain a 
proper home, a family, a way of life. Oh yes, humans 
need to make plans. 


Then what meaning does the statement convey? That 
while we are doing all this, other things are happening 
which .are either out of our control, without our 
knowledge, or the result of circumstances of which we 
accidentally may be a part. What does its author mean by 
“ife?’’ For him it could appear that life has turned out 
not to be what he had arranged. There is a slight touch of 


. melancholy, or bittersweet, or what have you. The person 
» seems to have reluctantly given in. 


Possibly what is behind the surface is the realization 


’ that not all plans come true. His didn’t work out the way 
‘envisioned. Over the years they had to be changed, 


altered, shelved, substituted. But in the interim, life, 
deviation of fortune, new circumstances, the toll of the 
years, all these have affected the planner. 


The meaning of the scrawl on the wall may also be 
viewed from a scriptural background. Jesus said if the 
householder knew at what time of the night the thief was 
coming, he would have been ready and waiting. Christ 
warned that God can say, “‘Fool, this night thy soul is 
asked of thee.’’ As always, there is, ‘‘What does it profit a 
man if he gain the world and lose‘his soul?’’ 


REFLECT THEN on saints whose careers and lives 


Dean Wycoft claims to head the ‘‘Santa Clara Moral 
Majority’” and has announced a multimillion dollar 
campaign to create ‘“‘anti-gay’’ sentiment through 
advertising. He adds that ‘homosexuality is equivalent to 
murder and that he: believes in capital sage for 
convicted proses tals) 


Homosexuality i is merely one "of Falwell? s concerns in 
bringing America into line. Other ‘‘demons’’ he has 
found to exorcise include feminism (‘‘Many women...live 
in disobedience to God’s laws and have promoted thier 
godless. philosophy ‘throughout our society’’), sex 
education in the schools, ‘rock music, discotheques, 
Hollywood films, network. television and pantsuits for 
women. 


There is not always a consistency, however, in what 
Falwell says and what Falwell does. He recently said that 
‘...Christians have no place in the Hollywood 
theatre...Whether it be Walt Disney or an X-rated film, 
we don’t attend...because...it is an endorsement of 
entertainers who are helping destroy this great nation.”’ 
However, his own College recently held a film festival at 
which Disney films were shown. 


HE SEEMS to have no problems with good, clean, 
Christian violence, as in 39 Stripes which his church 
helped _finance, while at the same time demanding that 
television be ‘“‘cleaned up’’ because of ‘“‘perversion, 
profanity and vulgarity...”’ 


were changed suddenly. St. Ignatius Loyola found his life 
going in another direction when‘a cannonball injured his 
leg and put him in the hospital to read and ponder. 
Francis of Assisi was caught up with a chance meeting 


. with a leper and Lady Poverty; he fell in love with 


Christ’s poor. 


We could think: plan if you must, but make certain 
-your strategies are always tentative, subject to revision, 
ready to be changed. Be ready to jettison some of your 
long-range goals when the storm comes up. We know that 
life should not be spent in designs; the moment of grace is 
now; grasp the present moment. Our culture urges us 
otherwise: do this, accomplish that, hurry, time is at a 
premium. The world rewards people who can look ahead. 
Yet is there not a need for persons who can see the now, 
who realize the moment given them by God’s grace may 
not appear again? 


The sentence could be altered to be read, ‘‘Life 
sometimes happens to us when we’re busy making plans 
without God.’’ Those who devise a future without God, 
who arrange a life independent of God, who intend to go 
ahead with no provision for God or His service, may lose 
in the end. The handwriting on the wall (what the graffito 
was), can mean: if now God were to ask, ‘How are you 
faring?’’ would your answer be, “Well, I have many 
plans ahead; I need time.’’ Or ‘could you say, “I am 


yhappy; I’m satisfied; I’m doing now what I should be 
doing.’” That may be more than enough. 


Furthermore, he narrows the. moral question in 
America to a simple formulation: ‘“The war is not betwen 
fundamentalists and liberals, but between those who love 
Jesus Christ and those who hate him.’’ He further 
comments, ‘‘Christians, like slaves, ask no questions.’’ 

His “‘anti-smut’’ campaigns are well known. In May of 
1979, e.g., when some staff members of Playboy 
magazine were killed in the DC-10 crash in Chicago, 
Falwell sermonized: ‘‘God, I think, has shown his hand of 
judgement.”’ 


LAST YEAR at a rally in Richmond, Virginia, he 
said, ‘‘a few of you here don’t like Jews and I know why. 
It’s because they can make more money accidentally than 
you can make on purpose.”’ 


Behind this ‘‘Christian leader’’ stands an enterprising 
empire which includes a Christian day school (he would 
like to see these flourish throughout the country), a 
seminary for future pastors and Liberty Baptist College, 
which Falwell hopes will have 50,000 students by the turn 
of the century. 


His various organizations include: about one thousand 
employees, 44 associate pastors, and an annual budget of 
more than $50 million (he makes. constant monetary 
appeals over the ‘‘Old Time-Gospel Hour.’’) 


A 1980 financial statement showed Falwell’s 
organizations to have a net worth ‘of $16 million with 
regular monthly expenses in excess of $2.5 million.

WASHINGTON (NC) — Has the 
pro-life movement peaked? Or is it 
continuing to make slow but measurable 
progress in its efforts to limit abortion on 
demand? 


Those are the major questions being 
asked in the wake of the double defeat 
pro-lifers suffered on the Senate floor in 
mid-September. Despite the fact that this 
Congress — particularly the Senate — 
was supposed to be more receptive than 
ever to anti-abortion initiatives, much of 
the pro-life legislative agenda for the 
current year died Sept. 15 when the 
Helms bill was defeated and the Hatch 
amendment withdrawn. 


PRO-LIFE leaders in Washington are 


putting the best face possible on the 
Senate defeat by pointing to the closeness

of the Senate vote on the Helms bill and 
to the promise of a full debate on the 
Hatch amendment next year. 


To Peter B. Gemma Jr., executive 
director of the National Pro-Life Political 
Action Committee, the mere fact that the 
Senate was forced, in the middle of an 
election year, to vote on a substantive 
piece of abortion legislation was an 
achievement in itself. Others have 
pointed to the fact that the Hatch measure 
marked the first time in the decade since 
the Supreme Court’s abortion decisions 
that a constitutional amendment has been 
cleared by a committee and sent to the 
floor of either house of Congress for a 
vote. 


But past achievements do not assure 
future victories. And so there are still a 
number of issues to be, resolved before 
anyone can say with certainty what the 
future of the abortion debate will be. 


ONE INDICATOR could be the 
outcome of the November elections. One 
reason the pro-life movement has arrived 
where it is today is the series of political 
upsets in 1978 and 1980 that brought to 
Washington a new breed of legislators 
who, among other things, had views more 
in line with those of the pro-life 
movement. Whether those same sorts of 
victories can be scored in 1982 remains to 
be seen. 

Republican control of the Senate in the 
97th Congress also contributed to the 
progress of anti-abortion legislation in the 
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past two years. Hardly anyone expects the 
Democrats to regain control of the Senate 
in 1983. But one Republican committee 
chairman up for re-election this fall is 
none other than Sen. Orrin Hatch 
(R-Utah), architect of the Hatch 
amendment. Though Hatch is expected 
to win in a close election battle, his defeat 
could spoil the agreement made between 
himself and Senate Majority Leader 
Howard H. Baker Jr. (R-Tenn.) to hold a 
Senate debate on his amendment next 
spring. 

Another key to next year’s abortion 
debate might be the revisions Hatch may 
make in the current wording of his 
amendment. Hatch, who maintained his 
amendment has ‘‘substantial majority” 
support in the Senate although not the 
needed two-thirds, could get a few more 
votes by making changes that could sway 
some undecided senators to support his 
initiative. Such modifications are 
permitted under the agreement between 
Hatch and Baker to bring the Hatch 
amendment to the Senate floor for debate 
next spring.

might propose next year in a human life 
bill is yet another question. The final 
version of the bill — which would have 
permanently cut off most federal funding 
of abortions and provided for speedy 
Supreme Court review of lower court 
abortion decisions — was tabled by only a 
one-vote margin, meaning that a similar 
measure by Helms or someone else might 
be able to gain a majority vote in the 
Senate. 


Douglas Johnson, legislative director 
for the National Right to Life Committee, 
said the pro-life movement’s ‘‘over- 


‘ optimism’’ after the 1980 elections might 


have led to the current assessment that it 
has peaked. He noted that many thought 
the Helms human life bill was a shoo-in, 
although as it turned out several pro-life 
senators, such as Sen. Thomas Eagleton 
(D-Mo.), were unable to support it 
because of its constitutional implications. 


Johnson added that an unusually high 
level of grass-roots activity in the pro-life 
movement during the 97th Congress also 
points to the movement’s continued 
strength.

‘“‘The education of children,’’ according to the Pastoral 
Constitution on the Church in the Modern World, ‘‘should be such that 
when they grow up they will be able to follow their vocation, 
including a religious vocation, and choose their state of life with full 
consciousness of responsibility.’’ 


What is a vocation? 


In his message for the 19th World Day of Prayer for Vocations, 
Pope John Paul II tells us that ‘‘a vocation is a call to life, to receive 
it and to give it...the word of God is for giving life; the sacraments 
are for giving life; the ordained ministries of the episcopate, 
priesthood and diaconate are for giving life; the gifts of charisms of 
consecration — religious, secular or missionary — are for giving 
life.’’

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The following is the translation, 
provided by the Vatican to the world’s 
English-speaking bishops, of Pope 
John Paul II’s message for the 19th 
World Day of Prayer for Vocations. 


Venerable brothers in the episcopate 
and dear sons and daughters of the whol 
world. : 


1. ‘‘I came that they may have life, 
and have it abundantly’’ (Jn 10:10). 


These words of the Lord come 
immediately before the Gospel reading 
for the fourth Sunday after Easter, when 
we celebrate the 19th World Day of 
Prayer for Vocations consecrated in the 
special way to God, in the service of the 
Church and for the salvation of the world. 


In that passage of the Gospel (Jn. 
10:11-18), which I invite you to meditate 
upon in the depths of your hearts, Jesus 
says five times that the Good Shepherd 
has come to offer his life for his flock, a 
flock that is meant to include the whole of 
humanity. 

With these words, the Lord Jesus 
reveals to us the mystery of the Christian 
vocation, and in particular the mystery of 
every vocation totally consecrated to God 
and the Church. This vocation consists in 
being called to offer one’s life so that 
others may have life and have it 
abundantly. This is what was done by 
Jesus, the model of everyone who is called 
and consecrated. And for this reason he 
gave his life, so that others might have 
life. This is what must be done by every 
man and woman.who is called to follow 
Christ in total self-giving. 


A vocation is a call to life, to receive it 
and to give it. 


2. What life is the Lord Jesus 
speaking about here? 


He is speaking about that life that 
comes from the one whom he calls his 
Father and our Father; the one who is the 
“fountain of life’’. (Ps. 35); the Father 


who ‘“‘in accordance with the utterly 
gratuitous and mysterious design of his 
wisdom and goodness, created the whole 
universe, and chose to raise up people to 


share in his own divine life’ (‘‘Lumen 


Gentiuni,’’. Dogmatic Constitution .on the 
Church) . 


He is speaking of the life that ‘‘was 
made manifest’? in the Lord Jesus 
himself, who possesses it in its fullness. 


He is speaking of the life that continues 
to be offered to men through the Holy 
Spirit, the spirit who is ‘‘the Lord, the 
giver of life,’’ according to the faith that 
we profess in the creed at Mass, and who 
is ‘‘the fountain of water springing up to 
eternal life.’’ 


It is therefore the life of the “‘living 
God,’’ which comes as a gift from him to 
all those who are reborn in baptism and 
called to be his children, his family, his 
people, his Church, It is that divine life 
which we celebrate at this liturgical 
season, as we relive the paschal mystery of 


the risen Lord; it is that divine life which - 


we shall soon celebrate, as we relive the 
ever-active mystery of Pentecost. 


3. The Church is born to live and to 
give life. 

Just as the Lord Jesus came to give life, 
so he instituted the Church, his body, so 
that in it believers might share his life. In 
order to live and give life, the Church 
receives from her Lord every gift, 
through the Holy Spirit: the word of God 
is for giving life; the sacraments are for 
giving life; the ordained ministries of the 
episcopate, priesthood and diaconate are 
for giving life; the gifts of charisms of 
consecration — religious, secular or 
missionary — are for giving life. 

The gift that excels above all, by virtue 
of holy orders, is the ministerial 
priesthood, which shares in the one 
priesthood of Christ, who offered himself 
on the cross and continues to offer himself 


in the Eucharist for the life and salvation 
of the world. Priesthood and Eucharist: a 
wonderful mystery of love and life, 
revealed and perpetuated by Jesus. A 
wonderful mystery of divine fruitfulness, 
for the priesthood has been given for the 
spiritual multiplication of the whole 
Church, principally through the 
Eucharist. Every priestly vocation must 
be understood, accepted and lived as an 
intimate sharing in this mystery of love, 
life and fruitfulness. 


4. Life generates life. 


With these words I addressed the 
international congress of bishops and 
others working for consecrated vocations, 
on the occasion of the previous World 
Day of Prayer for Vocations. I willingly 
repeat it here to everyone: The living 
Church is the mother of life and therefore 
also the mother of vocations, which are 
given by God in order to give life. 
Vocations are a visible sign of her vitality. 
At the same time they are a fundamental 
condition of her life, for her development, 
for the mission which she must carry out 
at the service of the whole human family 
and which will furnish ‘‘mankind with the 
saving resources which the Church has 
received from her founder under the 
promptings of the Holy Spirit.’’ 

I invite every Christian community, 
and every individual believer, to become 
aware of their own grave responsibility to 
increase consecrated vocations. This duty 
is carried out principally by living full 
Christian lives. Life generates life. How 
could we reasonably pray for vocations 
unless our prayers were effectively 
accompanied by a sincere quest for 
conversion? 

Those living consecrated lives I invite 
earnestly and with particular affection to 
examine their own lives. Their vocation, 
totally consecrated to God and the 
Church, must be lived to a rhythm of 
receiving and giving. They have received

much; they must give much. The riches 
of their spiritual lives, the generosity of 
their apostolic self-giving, are a very 
favorable element for the manifestation of 
other vocations. Their witness and 
cooperation correspond to the loving 
disposition of God’s providence. 


And with sincere confidence I invite all 
believing families to reflect upon the 
mission they have received from God for 
the education of their children in the faith 
and in Christian living. It is a mission 
that also involves responsibilities with 
regard to their children’s vocations. 


“‘The education of children should be 
such that when they grow up they will be 
able to follow their vocation, including a 
religious vocation, and choose their state 
of life with full consciousness of 
responsibility (Gaudium Et Spes).’’ 

Cooperation between families and the 
Church for vocations has deep roots in the 
mystery and the ministry of the Christian 
family. : 

At the end of these considerations and 
exhortations, I invite you to join with me 
in this prayer: 


Lord Jesus, the Good Shepherd, who offered 
your life that all might have life, grant to us, the 
community of believers throughout the world, the 
abundance of your life and the ability to witness 
to it and to communicate it to others. 


Lord Jesus, grant the abundance of your life to 
Christian families, that they may be fervent in 
faith and in service to the Church, and may thus 
favor the appearance and the development of new 
consecrated vocations. 


Lord Jesus, grant the abundance of your life to 
all those whom you are calling to your service, 
especially young men and women; enlighten them 
in making thetr choices; help them in their 
difficulties; support them in their faithfulness, 
make them enthusiastic and courageous in 
offering their lives, in accordance with your 
example, so that others may have life.

Father Navarra, ,explains life style 


By Father Peter Navarra 


My call and lifestyle to the diocesan 
priesthood is truly a mystery. In my 
childhood, I spoke only Spanish and 
Sicilian Italian. My world was basically 
my parents, family, friends and barrio. 

When I entered grammar school.and 
became an altar boy in my local parish, 
priesthood only flittingly crossed my 


mind. My grammar school education was. 


both parochial’ and public. 

BY THE TIME | was in high school, 
my interests: were in the entertainment 
world of music, dance, cinema and the 
‘theater. But during my teenage years in 
the late sixties and early seventies, I also 
became aware of social issues such as the 
Vietnam War and the Chicano 
movement. 


In the midst of experiencing the social . 


struggle. of marginated people like the 
farmworkers in California, I began to see 
men..who_ were ...priests among the 
farmworkers inspiring the people in. the 
light of the Gospel. 


I once again became attracted to the 
Christian faith and joined a progressive 
Catholic: parish. While in junior college 
majoring in telecommunications, hoping 
one day to work in'a TV studio and 
cinema, I also became an_ involved 
Christian in-school and in the parish. As 
the Gospel became more integrated in my 
life, Christianity came to imply more to 
me than just going to .church on Sunday. 

THEREFORE, AS I became part .of 
the Mexican-American struggle for 
identity and justice, the kingdom of God 
gained greater significance in my life. 

In the process of developing and 
growing in leadership, I began to discern 


_ about a religious life and priesthood. 


After seeking guidance from my spiritual 
director, I eventually changed majors 
from telecommunications to philosophy 
and enrolled in a Catholic university. At 
first, I thought of a religious community 


but fe didedtant seminary Was" “Attractive 
because of its emphasis on community 
sérvice. So, in the fall of 1975, I entered 
St. Francis Seminary. ‘Two years later, 
after college graduation, I went to ‘St. 
Meinrad Seminary in’: Indiana’ for

‘Once [ completed seminary training 
and went to a parish, I found the absence 
of community of men. It was *a> gréat 
effort to adjust to this situation. I did’so 
be. absorbing myself..in the nee? 
community. 

THUS, MY DAYS are busy, often 
beginning with the 7:00 a.m. Mass in the 
parish convent and ending with’ parish 


evening meetings and late night telephone 


conversations, organizing ‘programs and 
events or listening to people’s problems. 

My spiritual life is now basically on my 
own, though I have a spiritual director. 
My prayer time is in the morning when I 
can find time to be alone. 


Throughout. the day, I have 
appointments and meetings. 


PREACHING THE WORD of God 
effectively is of great importance. I 
concentrate on the preparation of my 
homilies, using the old tradition of 
storytelling, of making tales or allowing 
stories to become alive in our everyday 
reality with the Christian message. 


My sense of theater led me to develop 


‘liturgical skills. Growing up in the barrio 


and. becoming involved. in the. Christian 
movement, 
Mexican indigenous culture, traditions of 
Our Lady of Guadalupe, posada, passion 
plays, dance, music and song. Through 
my former camaraderie, I drew the barrio 
into the church and the barrio invites me 
to bring liturgy to them.

Lawrence Cunningham, like millions of other viewers, 
watched the recent network TV documentary about the 
Trappist monks at St. Joseph Abbey in Spencer, Mass. 
During one segment of the program, a reporter asked 


some firemen from Boston why they had come on retreat 
to the abbey. 


The firemen said they saw a lot of pain and destruction 
in the course of doing their job. They liked being able to 
go to a quiet place where people are engaged in a serious 
search for God — a place where some of that might rub 
off a bit. 


CUNNINGHAM, A professor of religion at Florida 
State University in Tallahassee, recalled the TV

documentary as an illustration of his strong conviction 
that people today have a great drive toward religious life 
in some form. This comes out in the way people are 
experimenting with ‘‘dozens of different kinds of religious 
experiences,’ he added. 


Another indication is the continuing influence of Father 
Thomas Merton, even though the contemplative Trappist 
monk died more than 10 years ago. Father Merton still 
speaks to people because he understood what the 
“‘genuine values in religious life were,’’ Cunningham 
explained in a recent interview. 


For instance, Father Merton had a deep appreciation 
for ‘‘a real contemplative prayer carried out in a genuine 
spirit of community,’’? Cunningham said. 


CONTEMPLATIVE prayer is very necessary today, 
he suggested, because people, especially in Western 
nations, live in a culture which puts a high priority on 
being active and achieving results. Religious in monastic 
settings, therefore, ‘‘keep the values of silence and 
meditation alive for us,’’ he added. 


Another important value of religious life is the service 
Religious provide to the Church and to humanity. 
Cunningham noted that the ‘‘way in which the church 
attempts to apply Gospel charity in the world’’ is a new 
task that challenges every age. 


That is why the founders of some great religious orders 
can be characterized as ‘‘epoch makers who changed the 
character of religious life,’’ the student of church history 
commented. A book by Cunningham, The Meaning of 


_ Saints, was published by Harper and Row. 


PEOPLE SUCH as St. Vincent de Paul in the, 17th 
century understood that ‘‘historical circumstances had 
changed’’ and that a different kind of religious 
community was needed to speak to the times, 
Cunningham stated. : 


St. Vincent de Paul ‘‘was appalled by poverty,”’ 
especially among the peasants, Cunningham related. In 
his efforts to alleviate the conditions of the poor, the saint 
was influential in organizing a new order for men, the 
Vincentians. He also acted as the spiritual guide of St. 
Louise de Marillac, the founder of an order of women 
Religious, the Daughters of Charity. 


THESE NON-cloistered women, carrying out St. 
Vincent’s ideal, labored among the poor in hospitals and 
prisons, on the streets and even on the battlefield. Having 
sisters at work in the secular world was a revolutionary

idea for the times, Cunningham said. 


Another breakthrough in religious life was spearheaded 
by Charles de Foucauld — in this case after his 1916 death 


when his personal papers were published. An ascetic who . 


established a hermitage on the Morocco-Algerian frontier 
in the Sahara desert, de Foucauld’s ideals led in 1933 to 
the founding of a fraternity of the Little Brothers of Jesus 
in Algeria. 

Cunningham believes the Little Brothers and also the 
Little Sisters of Jesus for women Religious are 
“redefining the notion of desert.’’ Like the early monks 
who went into the desert to pray, he remarked, these 
religious: men and women seek out the ‘‘man-made 
deserts of today, the slums’’ in which to live out their 
vows as Religious. 


UNLIKE RELIGIOUS before this time, the Little 
Brothers and Sisters support themselves by holding down 
ordinary jobs, usually as manual laborers. Their small 
communities seek ‘‘to create a contemplative setting in 
the midst of urban society,’’ Cunningham said.

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Apostolic delegate warns 
of temporary commitment 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — 
Archbishop Pio Laghi, apostolic delegate 
in the United States, warned men and 
women religious against making 
temporary commitments to the religious 
life. - 


‘Everything great is final,’’ said 
Archbishop Laghi in a homily at the 
recent joint meeting of the Leadership 
Conference of Women Religious and the 
Conference of Major Superiors of Men. 
“‘All life-determining commitments are 
irrevocable, not because they cannot be 
taken back but because, in making such 
commitments, we define ourselves as 
persons and so establish the parameters of 
success and failure, of generosity and 
selfishness, not merely for our lives but 
for our very selves. 


“ONE OF THE worst aberrations of 
our times,’’ the archbishop said, ‘‘is the 


idea that one can be a religious — priest, . 


Brother or Sister — for a time. This is the 
very denial of the gift. Those who adopt 
this attitude lend themselves but they do 
not give themselves.”’ 

Archbishop Laghi said the first 
function of religious life is ‘‘to witness: 
not to what men and women are capable 


- of, but to what God is capable of.’’ 


Sanctity, he continued, ‘“‘is not humanity 
at a high level of excellence; it is a radical 
leap, nothing less than our participation 
in divine life...”’ 


Listing priorities for religious life in the 
United States, the apostolic delegate said 
one is ‘‘the effort to insure that prayer is 
an attitude toward life, so that prayer and 
life mutually enrich each other. This 
implies that prayer will lead religious to 
involve themselves in real life, where real 


. life experiences call for intense moments 


of prayer.” 


‘“‘THERE IS NO religious life — as 
there is no sanctity — outside the 
Eucharist,’’ he continued. ‘‘The religious 
life is the expansion, the living-out, of 
those energies which the Eucharist 
develops and nourishes in us.”’ 


Another priority is “‘the preferential 
option for the poor,’’ Archbishop Laghi 
said. 


““This option,’’ he continued, ‘‘does 
not imply the exclusion of anyone...but it 
does call for a preference for the 
oppressed and victimized and a constant 
effort to draw closer to them.’’ In 
exercising the preferential option for the 
poor, he said, “‘it is necessary to avoid 
certain dangers — lack of adequate 
preparation, lack of personal maturity, or 
lack of evangelical motivation.” 


ANOTHER PRIORITY, Archbishop 
Laghi said, ‘‘concerns the presence, 
already substantial and rapidly growing, 
of so many Hispanics in the United States 
— their large numbers (almost 25 percent 
of Catholics), their religious and human 
values, their need for full acceptance in 
the Church and society.”’ 


The apostolic delegate added: ‘‘I recall 
something T.S. Eliott once said: No one 
is truly educated unless he or she knows a 
second language. These are wise words. 
Only then can one know what it means to 
be laughed at as one gropes for the right 
word or stumbles over its pronunciation. 
Truly, to know another language — in 
this case, Spanish — is to work for the 
coming of the kingdom of God and for the 
service of our brothers and sisters.”

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Local students serve Glenmary’s Appalachian missions

From coast to coast and from Minnesota to Florida, 


college men contributed to the work of the Glenmary 


Home Missioners in Appalachia and the South this past 
summer — the 28th year of volunteer programs sponsored 
by the home mission society of priest and Brothers. 

Of the collegians representing 44 universities, colleges 
and seminaries, 4 were from the Diocese of San Diego. 
Some spent a week, some a month, and others took part in 
the mission work all summer. 


‘“‘THE MEN SHARE themselves with others and enjoy 
doing it out of love for God, in the true sense of being 
helpers,’? Glenmary Father John Garvey, director of 
vocations, said. ‘“The program has touched many lives, not 
only the lives of the families assisted but the lives of the 
volunteers.”’ 

Manual labor is a large part of the volunteers’ 
contribution. Assignments included painting, roofing, 
electrifying or repairing electrical systems, insulating, 
plumbing and miscellaneous carpentry. 

Several mén worked in Mississippi, at a camp- for 
emotionally and physically handicapped youngsters. Two 
spent five weeks in Fayetteville, TIN; others were assigned 
to missions in Alabama and Georgia, which are also among 
the 12 states in which Glenmary works. 


THE MISSION AREAS are largely unchurched, but 
no attempt is made by the volunteers to convert or change F™¥' 


the thinking of the people. The volunteers’ activity is 
simply to represent Catholic friendship in action, a living 
portrayal of what a Catholic is. One college man said, ‘‘It is 
so different from what I am used to, coming from a 
Catholic area. In this county, only about 2 percent of the 
residents are Catholics.’’ In some counties the percentage 
is less. 


In eastern Kentucky, where most of the several hundred 
men were assigned, every volunteer spent one day each 
week at the local health care center. Surprisingly, the 
Glenmary staff noted that this was the day most men 
enjoyed best. They played bingo with patients, helped to 
celebrate birthdays and provided music for songs. The 
residents enjoyed the games, but what they liked best was 
just visiting with the volunteers, learning where they come 
from and why. 


“‘When a man spends an hour and a half feeding a 
person who is helpless, he gains an understanding of what

MINISTRIES 


Throughout history men and women have 
answered their baptismal call to Gospel 
living in various ways. There have always 
been those who felt called to devote their 
entire talents and energies to making the 
message of the Lord’s Good News come 
alive in a special way, through full time 
ministry to the people of God. 


SISTER 


The Sister is called to be a woman of prayer 
and commits herself, in some way, to 
respond to the variety of needs within the 
Church while living a vowed life. She 
commits herself to God and His People 
within a particular community, and through 
vows of poverty, celibacy, and obedience. 
Though there are 701 different congregations 
of women Religious in the United States, 
there are commonalities in their life-style 
and, even more so, in their process of 
affiliation. Initial formation includes at least 
one year of novitiate, usually two; the taking 
of temporary vows or promises; and the final 
public commitment to the vowed life of the 
community. 


MEMBER OF A 
SECULAR INSTITUTE 


A lay pastoral minister is a lay man or woman 
who participates actively in the mission of 
the Church through discipleship, service, 
and empowerment. Participants are 
commissioned to serve within the diocese 
for any one of many ministries. 


DIOCESAN 
PRIEST 


The diocesan priest is called to be a leader of 
prayer, and commits himself to a life of 


service to God’s people within a particular — 


diocese. Together with other diocesan 
priests and his bishop, he helps to meet the 
many different-needs of people. A diocesan 
priest is primarily a parish priest, but can 


“serve, also, as a campus minister, a teacher, 


a social worker, a hospital, jail, or military 
chaplain, or wherever a need arises. He does 
not profess ‘‘vows”’ as do Religious priests, 
but makes promises of celibacy and 
obedience. His education usually consists of 
four years of college and four years of 
theology. 


BROTHER 


-A Brother is a man who desires to dedicate 
himself to growing in love with the Lord . 


through prayer, the vows and ministry to the 
People of God. This.love of God is often 
expressed in.terms of service — a Brother's 
way of showing concern for the needs of 
others, and demonstrating his desire for a 
better life in God for himself and others. A 
Brother lives a life of community, 
commitment and service. His vows of 
poverty, celibacy and obedience free him to 
do this. His education and training is done in 
terms Of the preparation needed for the 
ministry he will be doing. 


RELIGIOUS 
PRIEST 


Like the diocesan priest, the Religious priest 
is called to be a leader of prayer, and 
attempts to meet special needs within the 
Church. The Religious priest does this by 
committing himself to living, praying, and 
working in a religious community, and 
through vows of poverty, celibacy, and 
obedience. Preparation usually includes four 
years of college, a novitiate year, and four 
years in a program of theology. 


DEACON 


A man 35 or older, married or single, who 
desires to serve the Church in ministry of the 
liturgy, Word, and service can become a 
deacon. The man must spend at least three 
years in a program of spiritual, pastoral, and 
theological formation. Training in 
specialized ministries: hospital or nursing 
home visitation, marriage preparation, 
tribunal work, counseling, religious 
education, and many others can be provided. 


LAY PASTORAL 
MINISTER 


A secular institute member is a lay man or 
woman who dedicates his or her life to giving 
Christian witness. He/she makes private 
vows of poverty, celibacy, and obedience, 
chooses any job he/she likes, and does not 
live in community. There is a period of 
acceptance and preparation before final 
vows are professed.

“We are asked not merely to be good, 
but to convert, to turn and go the other 
way,’’ he said, which is Christ’s way. If 
not, he added, we ‘‘invert’’ the created 
order, never being satisfied with what we 
have, incapable of accepting the fact that 
we are different by God’s design and not 
by accident, and forgetting that God has 
invited us to be His friends, instead of 
trying to make Him over into our image 
and likeness.

THE AMERICAN procedural norms, 


an informal revision of the code adopted 
in the United States, have been criticized 
by the Vatican, and will probably be 
deleted in the new code, he said. 


The fear that such a move will ‘‘bring 
things back to the way they once were’’ is 
unwarranted, he said. 


“‘We will certainly lose the American 
procedural norms. However, I do not 
believe that the canonical momentum 
established in this country can be stopped 
easily,’’ he said, adding that the new code 
will not cause a substantial delay in the 
annulment process. 


THE RIGHTS of lay people are 


’ clarified by the new code, including the 


right to make known their needs and 
wishes to their pastors, to make known to 
the bishops opinions on things pertaining 
to the good of the Church ‘‘always 
showing concern for the integrity and

The new roles-open to the laity include 
chancellor, notary, procurator-advocate, 
promoter of justice, defender of the bond 
and judge in the ecclesiastical court, and 
lay people will be allowed to function in 
virtually any role that does not require 
ordination. 


The role of women as acolytes and 
lectors is not recognized canonically, 
although. women do serve in those 
capacities in some churches; they may not 
be formally installed in those ministries. 


‘OBVIOUSLY THE new canon law 
does not reflect in toto what is going on in 
America,’’ he said, recognizing, for 
instance, that some divorced and 
remarried Catholics have received the 


sacraments, something not sanctioned by 
the Church. 


““Every vestige of hierarchical 
triumphalism has not disappeared in the 
revised code,’’ said Father Proctor, but 
the code does recognize the equality of all 
Christians ‘‘based in our common 
Baptism.”’ 


The proposed code is not perfect, he 
concluded, “‘but what body of law is?”’

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WASHINGTON (NC) — The word 
may come from God, but sometimes 
preachers’ efforts to expound on it are 
characteristically human and could use a 
little polishing up. 

That, at least, is the implication of a 
new 47-page booklet on preaching issued 
by the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops’ Committee on Priestly Life and 
Ministry, which hopes the booklet may 
help priests to upgrade their preaching of 
Sunday homilies. 


THE. BOOKLET, Fulfilled in Your 
Hearing, is intended to help preachers — 
and Religious and laymen who can 
encourage and assist them in the 
endeavor — to take steps toward a 
“*renewal of preaching in the Church.”’ It 
recommends that a variety of efforts be 
undertaken at parish, diocesan and 
national levels to improve preaching. 


After repeated surveys showed popular 
dissatisfaction with Sunday homilies, the 


bishops’ committee decided ‘in 1979 to! 


address the issue. A Subcommittee on 


Spiritual Renewal and Continuing | 


Education supervised the activity, which 
resulted in the booklet. 


‘‘We might think that the primary duty 
of priests is the celebration of the 
Church’s sacraments, or the pastoral care 
of the people of God, or the leadership of 
a Christian community,’’ the booklet 
states. ‘‘Yet, the words of the Second 
Vatican Council (Decree on the Ministry and 
Life of Priests, No. 4) are clear: The 
proclamation of the Gospel is primary. 
The other duties of the priest are to be 
considered properly presbyterial to the 
degree that they support the proclamation 
of the Gospel.”’ 


IT SUGGESTS that ‘‘unless a 
preacher knows what a congregation 
needs, wants or is able to hear, there is 
every possibility that the message offered 
in the homily will not meet the needs of 
the people who hear it.’’ 


““Only when preachers know what their 
congregations want to hear will they be 
able to communicate what a congregation 
needs to hear,’’ it adds. 


The booklet also says that ‘‘preachers 
who are conscious of their representative 
role arrive to preach in a way that 
indicates they know and identify with the 
people to whom they are speaking. Their 
preaching is pastoral, displaying a 
sensitive and concerned knowledge of the 
struggles, doubts, concerns and joys of 
the members of a local community.”’ 


‘SA WEEK of daily meditation on the 
readings of the following Sunday is not 
too much time to spend in preparation for 
the preaching we are called to do on the 
Lord’s Day,’’ the booklet advises 
preachers. sete 


It also states: 


e ‘‘Preachers need exposure to more 
serious and sustained commentary on the 
contemporary world...Without this kind 
of informed understanding of the complex 
world we live in, preaching too easily 
degenerates into platitudes of faith, 
meaningless broadsides against the 
wickedness of the modern world, or into 
an uncritical affirmation of the wonderful 
advances that have taken place in modern 
times.”’

SPEAKING ON Sept. 29 to the 
annual general assembly in Chicago of 
the Inter-American Press Association, 
Abrams cited the beating up of'an aide to 
Archbishop Miguel’ Obando’’Bravo: of 
Managua, the attempt to censor a letter 
from Pope John Paul II in the press and 
the seizure of several non-Catholic 
churches. 


“‘T don’t mean to say everyone in the 
Church has been silent,’’ Abrams 
continued. He noted that Archbishop 
John Roach of St.Paul-Minneapolis, 
president of the National Conference of

In his first address to the bishops on 
Oct. 11, Pope John XXIII set the tone for 
the council. He came into daily contact, 
he said, with those who see nothing but 
ruin in modern times. He made it clear 
that he disagreed with ‘‘these prophets of 
doom who are always forecasting disaster, 
as though the end of the world were at 
hand.”’ 


He urged the council fathers to forego 
condemnations of errors and instead to 
meet the needs of the present day by 
demonstrating the validity of the 
Church’s teaching. 


““The substance of the ancient doctrine 
of the deposit of faith is one thing,’’ Pope 
John said, ‘‘and the way in which it is 
presented is another.”’ 


THE POPE also emphasized the 

obligation of working toward Christian 
unity. ; 
During the first period of the council, 
from Oct. 11 to Dec. 8, 1962, the council 
fathers discussed the schemata, or 
proposed council documents, on the 
liturgy, the sources of revelation, the 
communications media and the unity of 
the Church. 


A major turning point of the council 
occurred during the debate on the sources 
of revelation. 


CARDINAL ALFREDO Ottaviani, 
president of the council’s doctrinal 
commission, had guided the preparation 
of a schema expressing the long-standing 
position that the Bible and tradition are 
two separate sources of divine revelation. 
Many council fathers held the view that 
Scripture and tradition constitute a 
whole: two modes by which the word of 


‘God is transmitted within the Church. 


They also regarded the schema as 
unreflective of contemporary research in 
Scripture and as posing an obstacle to 
Christian unity by stressing the primacy 
of tradition. 

After six days of debate, the council 
voted on the schema. Although a majority 
opposed it, opponents did not muster the 
necessary two-thirds to reject the schema. 

But the next day, Pope John intervened 
and ordered the schema withdrawn and 
appointed a special commission under the 
joint chairmanship of Cardinals Ottaviani 
and Augustin Bea, president of the 
Christian unity secretariat, to rewrite the 
schema. 


FIFTEEN DAYS were devoted to a 
thorough discussion of the schema on the 
liturgy, which was then returned to the 
liturgical commission for revision. 

Among the proposals made and 
eventually incorporated into. the 
constitution on the liturgy were: 

¢ To use the vernacular or local 
language in instructional parts of the 
Mass, while reserving the use of Latin for 
the canon. 

© To permit the celebrant to say 
Mass at an altar so situated that he faced 
the congregation. 

© To allow-the use of a variety of 
forms of music, art and architecture as 
long as they are dignified and serve the 
purposes of divine worship. 


The last six general congregations of 
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the council’s first session were devoted to. 
a discussion of the schema on the Church. 


CARDINAL LIENART objected to 
the schema’s identification of the Mystical 
Body with the Roman Catholic Church. 
Bishop Emile De Smedt of Bruges, 
Belgium, described it as overly 
triumphal, clerical and juridical. He said 
the hierarchy was more a ministry of 
service than a governing body. 


Cardinal Giovanni Montini of Milan 
recommended having the schema revised 
by the theological commission and the 
unity secretariat. 


On Dec. 7, Pope John, who had beer 
ill since November, visited the council 
and told the fathers that he wanted to pay 
tribute to them ‘‘because charity in truth 
has really dominated your meetings.’’ 


THE FOLLOWING day, in an 
address at the closing of the first session, 
the pope said the sometimes ‘‘sharply 
divergent”’ views expressed by the council 
fathers during the first session were a 
healthy demonstration to the world of the 
“‘holy liberty’’ that existed within the 
Church. 


On June 3, 1963, Pope John died and 
18 days later -Cardinal Montini was 
elected to succeed him as Pope Paul VI. 
The next day, Pope Paul announced that 
the council, automatically suspended by 
Pope John’s death, would continue. Five 
days later, he set Sept. 29 as the opening 
day of the second session. 


By the time the fourth session closed 
two years later, the council had approved 
16 documents which, among other things, 
clarified some points of theology, defined 
how the Church functions, removed 
misunderstandings about religious 
freedom, revised the Church’s liturgy and 
proclaimed the Church’s involvement in 
the modern world. 


IN HIS Sept. 29, 1963 opening 
address, Pope Paul stressed the pastoral 
nature of the council and said its purposes 
were: to define more fully the concept of 
the Church, especially with regard to the 
position of the bishops; to renew the 
Church; to restore unity among 
Christians; and to start a dialogue with 
contemporary man. 

Resuming their discussion of the 
schema on the Church, the council fathers 
debated the concept of collegiality, which 
means that the bishops as a whole, in 
union with the pope, exercise supreme 
authority in the Church. 


THE COUNCIL fathers subsequently 
voted to approve these positions on 
collegiality: 

e Every bishop who is in union with 
all the bishops and the pope belongs to the 
college of bishops. 

¢ The college of bishops succeeds the 
college of apostles and, together with the 
pope, has full and supreme power over 
the whole Church. 

e The infallibility which Christ 
“endowed”’ His Church with is given to 


the body of the bishops together with the: 


«es 


pope, or to the pope alone “‘in virtue of 
his office.’’ 

During the council’s third session, 
which lasted from Sept. 14 to Nov. 21, 
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1964, Patrick Keegan of England, 
president of the World Movement of 
Christian Workers, became the first 
layman to address a council working 
session in modern times. Women were 
admitted to the council as auditors for the 
first time in history. 

The council grappled with the issues of 
nuclear warfare, the population 


explosion, culture and economics, hunger 
and poverty. 


Pope Paul VI 
Continued the task... 


THE THIRD session produced the 
constitution on the nature of the Church, 
and the Council also approved the final 
draft of the decree on ecumenism, which 
described in positive terms the authentic 
Christian features found in other 
Christian churches and recognized that 
both sides must share responsibility for 
the division among Christians, 


The third session also approved the 
decree on Eastern Catholic Churches, 
which confirmed their relative autonomy 
and increased the authority of their 
patriarchs. 


In the council’s discussion of marriage 
and the family came historic questionings 
of long-held Church positions on such 
matters as birth control and the 
contraceptive pill. Cardinals Leo Suenens 
of Malines-Brussels, Belgium, Bernard 
Alfrink of Utrecht, the Netherlands, Paul 
Leger of Montreal and Melkite Patriarch 
Maximos IV Saigh of Antioch shook the 
Catholic world by asking the Church how 
certain it was on these points. 


COUNCIL FATHERS hoping for a 
statement affirming the right of every 
person to freedom of worship were 
disappointed when officials postponed a 
vote on the statement until the fourth 
session. Disturbed by the postponement, 
many bishops unsuccessfully appealed the 
decision to the pope. 

After the reading of a report on the 
statement, which amounted to an 
impassioned plea for freedom of worship, 
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the council fathers burst into loud and 
prolonged applause. 


In his speech closing the session, Pope 
Paul said he wanted more direct 
collaboration between the pope and the 
bishops in guiding the universal Church 
and he outlined his plans for reforming 
the Curia, the Church’s central 
administration, in the spirit of the 
council. 


AT THE opening of the fourth session 
of the Second Vatican Council on Sept. 
14, 1965, Pope Paul announced the 
institution of a permanent synod of 
bishops with deliberative as well as 
consultative powers. 


In discussing the declaration on non- 
Christian religions, which had _ been 
revised to say the Church ‘‘deplored’’ 
rather than ‘“‘deplored and condemned”’ 
anti-Semitism, Cardinal Augustin Bea, 
head of the commission which formulated 
the document, said the final draft 


“fexcludes unjust affirmations and 
accusations made against all Jews, 
without distinction, then living and 


against the Jews of today: namely, that all 
of them are guilty of the condemnation of 
the Lord and therefore are rejected by 
God and accursed.”’ 


During debate on the draft constitution 
on the Church in the modern world, a 
massive 30,000-word document, some 
council fathers criticized its style and 
terminology and questioned its clarity. 
Some said it was too naturalistic and not 
sufficiently centered on Christ. Others 
found it too intellectualistic or too 
Western in orientation. 


The issue of atheism and Communism 
produced heated discussion and resulted 
in an abortive move to include a new 
condemnation of Communism. The 
motion was rejected as unnecessary in the 
light of previous pronouncements. 


THERE WAS also sharp debate on the 
issue of nuclear warfare and the 
stockpiling of nuclear weapons. Some 
council fathers, for whom Archbishop 
Philip M. Hannan of New Orleans 
became the spokesman, contended that it 
would be politically unwise to rule out 
entirely nuclear stockpiling and the 
possible use of nuclear arms as a 
legitimate means of defense. 


At the final working congregation of 
the council on Dec. 7, 1965, a joint 
statement by Pope Paul and Orthodox 
Ecumenical Patriarch Athenagoras I of 
Constantinople was read. It cancelled the 
mutual excommunications pronounced in 
1054 by representatives of the pope and 
by the patriarch of that time. 


In a final address to the council, Pope 
Paul said the Church through the council 
has ‘‘declared herself the servant of 
humanity at the very time when her 
teaching role and her pastoral 
government have, by reason of the 
council’s solemnity, assumed greater 
splendor and vigor. The idea of service 
has been central.’’ 


On Dec. 8, at a Mass in St.Peter’s 
Square, Pope Paul adjourned the council, 
a little more than three years after it 
began. Pope John’s path of 
aggiornamento — updating — had been 
engaged.

“A true 
reciprocity exists, inasmuch as the poverty 
of the church which receives aid renders 
richer the church that deprives itself by 
giving.’’

In Yes, Giorgio (MGM-UA) Luciano 
Pavarotti, the world’s greatest operatic 
tenor, makes his film debut as — I’ll give 
you a second or two to guess — the 
world’s greatest operatic tenor, Giorgio 
Fini. 

The movie is quick to get to its main 
purpose for being. It begins with Fini 
singing Schubert’s ‘‘Ave Maria’’ at the 
village wedding of a friend.

As you might guess from the title, 
Pamela finally relents and the two have 
what the script by Norman Steinberg calls 
by the euphemistic, sanitized term 
“‘fling.’’ It’s all meant to be great fun and 
nothing else, but love, of course, rears its 
ugly head heralding a tearful finale, but 
not before Pamela has given Giorgio the 
courage for a triumphant return to the 
Met, where he had experienced a debacle 
years before. 


The whole thing, directed by Franklin 
J. Schaffner, whose Patton had a hero 
with a smaller ego, is supremely silly. 
There are such touches as a pleasant flight 
through the California wine country in a 
hot air balloon and an_ altogether 
unamusing food fight. But through it all, 
the great man, while no actor, succeeds in 
seeming impervious to the inanity about 
him. (Of course, if that’s not great acting, 
what is?) And then there’s that voice. 
Pavarotti sings five arias and five other 
classical or traditional songs. 


FUN IS FUN, and it’s nice to see 
culture attractively packaged for mass 
consumption, but why, oh why, was it 
necessary to put all this in the.context of 
an adulterous affair? For the adultery is 
not an incidental aspect of the plot, but 
the substance of it, insofar as it has any 
substance. 


Perhaps the most offensive exchange in 
the movie occurs when our hero, finally 
acknowledging his love for Pamela, tells 
her that he loves his wife, too, and he’s 
comfortable with her, but Pamela has 
given him the passion that otherwise he 
has found only in his singing. And we’re 
supposed to feel for this egotisical lout 
who is all for getting but not for giving. 


The context of popular entertainment 
aggravates rather than lessens the force of 
the benign view of adultery on display 
here,- and the U.S. Catholic Conference 
has classified this cynical bit of 
exploitation O, morally offensive. The 
Motion Picture Association of America 
rating is R, restricted.
